Excitement in England Over the Finan­ 
cial Affairs of India.

W a sh in g to n, May 5th.—At to-day’s meet­ 
ing of the House Committee on Mines, Rep­ 
resentative Btlford offered a short and simple 
substitute for the I’ublic Land Commission 
bill. This substitute proposes to confine all 
new legislation on the subject to an amend­ 
ment to Section 23.2 of the Revised Statutes, 
by adding to said section the following words : 
“ Aud in all cases where *he main dip of the 
lode, vein or ledge does not exceed 30 degrees 
from the horizon, the right to follow the 
mineral bhall not extend beyond the side 
line drawn downward vertically.” 
Senator Jones aud Representative Daggett 
were present w lieu this substitute was offered. 
They stated that they could see no objections 
to its adoption, they being satisfied that a 
distinction should be made between fiat lodes 
and fissure veins. 
Mr. Belfurd suggested tbat the Congres­ 
sional Representatives of the mining States 
aud Territories should meet at Senator Jones’ 
house to-inorrow evening and definitely agree 
upon a measure regulating the location of fiat 
lodes that do not appear upon the surface, 
and a meeting will be held accordingly. 
As soou as the bill is agreed upon it will be 
introduced in the House aud Senate and 
pressed for passage without delay. 
The Public Lauds Commission bill is op­ 
posed by all the members from the Far West 
and a number from the East, aud to-day’s 
proceedings in c immittee indicate that it will 
not become a law. 
Your correspondent has ascertained to-day 
that the majority of the Hoard of Engiueers 
have selected Port Orford, Oregon, as the 
point where the proposed harbor of refuge 
shall be constructed. The minority recom­ 
mend Trinidad, California, as the best loca­ 
tion, but as the law of last year confined the 
power of absolute selection upon a majority 
of the Hoard, and appropriated §150,000 for 
commencing the work, the present majority 
determination is final, unless Congress shall 
explicitly decide otherwise. The appropria­ 
tion is, however, to be expended under direc­ 
tion of the Secretary of War, hence the ne­ 
cessity of submitting the report to him for 
his orders to commence operations. 
The Postmaster-General, at the instance of 
Senator Farley, has authorized the Postmas­ 
ter at Wilmington to advertise for proposals 
for transferring the mails from the poatoffice 
to the anchorage, five or six miles distant. 
No special provision has heretofore been 
made for performing this service. 
The Postoffice Department has also ordered 
a weekly mail service during six months of 
the summer season between Sutter Creek, 
Amador county, and Woulfords, in Alpine 
couuty. The contract is given to Reed of 
Placerville at §2,000, the lowest bid. 
Secretary Evarts to-day, at the request of 
Horace Davis, wrote a letter to Yueng Wing, 
the Chinese Minister, calling his attention to 
the heavy penalties prescribed by the census 
law for refusals to furnish information to the 
Censu Enumerators. This will indirectly, 
but doubtless efficaciously, suggest to the 
Chinese Minister the desirability of his issu­ 
ing a notice to the Mongolian residents of 
California that they must promptly answer 
the interrogatories of the mysterious census 
taker. 
Senator Booth to-day introduced a dupli­ 
cate of Representative Davis’ bill to grant an 
American register to the bark Annie John­ 
son, rebuilt at Tahiti by the San Francisco 
firm of Crawford & Co. 
John F. Swift left Washington to-day for 
New York, en route to Ann Arbor, Mich., 
where he will visit Minister Angelí and then 
proceed to California. 
Stale C onvention». 
TENNESSEE— REPUBLICAN. 
N a s h v il l e , May 5th.—The Republican 
State Convention met at noon in Represent­ 
ative Hall,* and was called to order by Joseph 
R. Dillon, Chairman of the State Com­ 
mittee. 
Hon. L. C. Houck, of Knox, nominated 
for temporary Chairman W. H. Young (col­ 
ored), of Davidson, and Henry Ryan (col­ 
ored), of Brownsville, nominated J. H. 
Bairus (colored), of Davidson. The name of 
W. H. Young was put to the Convention 
first, and by a viva voce vote lie was declared 
elected. 
After the appointment of a Committee on 
Credentials the Convention took a rece-s. 
James R. Dillon and Thomas H. Ree.es 
were reported by the majority and minority 
of the Committee on Organization, respect­ 
ively, for President of the Convention. 
In the ballot by counties Dillon received 
2(jo votes aud Reeves 253. 
Mr. Dillon, on taking the chair, said that 
a contest had been forced between third- 
term and anti-tbird-terin, and by his election 
resulted in the triumph of U. S. Grant. He 
declared himself in favor of a strict State- 
credit platform. 
A Committee on Resolutions was ap­ 
pointed, aud pending their action the Con­ 
vention was addressed by Hon. Stanley 
Matthews. 
A motion was carried requesting the dele­ 
gates from Congressional districts to select 
two delegates each to Chicago. 
The Convention then adjourned until to­ 
morrow, when twenty delegates, chosen by 
districts, will be reported, fourteen of whom 
are for Grant. 
1IISSIS3ITPI—REPUBLICAN. 
J ackson, May 5th.—There is a large at­ 
tendance at the Republican State Conven­ 
tion. George W. Gayles and W.*H. Gibbs 
were nominated for temporary Chairman (the 
latter a Sherman man). 
WISCONSIN—REPCBLICAN. 
M a d iso n, May 5th.—R. H. Baker, Chair­ 
man of the Republican State Central Com­ 
mittee, called the Convention to order at 12 
o'clock. In hiB remarks he said that a solid 
South had been organized, and must be met 
with a solid North. He hoped the Wiscon­ 
sin delegation would go to Chicago unin­ 
structed, and unite on the man about whose 
election there was no question. The success 
of the Republican party depended on no one 
man. [Applause.] 
A temporary organization was effected by 
the election of William E. Carter, of Grant, 
President; C. A. Willard, of Brown, Secre­ 
tary, and the appointment of the usual com­ 
mittees. 
William P. McClaren was elected perma­ 
nent Chairman, and H. M. Kutchen and W. 
H. Josselyn Secretaries. 
Considerable discussion arose as to the 
manner of selecting delegates at large to the 
Chicago Convention, which ended in a call 
of the roll for votes on the Presidential ques­ 
tion, resulting in Washburne receiving 88, 
Blaine 89, Sherman 42, Grant 39, Edmunds 
3. The discmsion was on the choice of dele­ 
gates at large, the Washburne, Sherman and 
Grant delegations combining to keep Blaine 
from having a representative. 
The following delegates at large were 
chosen: C. B. Cussady, Edward Sanderson,, 
Thomas B. Scott and George Vanteenwick.' 
Alternates—R. Baker, Dewitt C. Davis, Geo. 
B. Scott and Paul Lackmand. District dele­ 
gates were then chosen by their districts. 
The Committee on Credentials after being 
out several hours, at 0 p. m. reported, giving 
most of the contested delegations to Sherman. 
A wrangle ensued over the report, when at 
8 o’clock the Convention took a recess for an 
hoar. 
A series of stalwart Republican resolutions 
were adopted. 
The Convention refused to instruct the 
delegates to the Chicago Convention, aud 
pledged their support to whoever might be 


the national nominee of the party for Presi­ 
dent. Adjourned. 
Of the delegates elected 9 are for Wash­ 
burne, 7 for Blaine, 3 for Sherman and 1 for 
Grant. 
NEW HAMPSHIRE—DEMOCRATIC. 
C oncord, May 5th.—The Democratic 
State Convention was called to order by 
George F. Putnam, Chairman of the State 
Committee, and he named John W. Shirley 
for President, and all the other officers. 
Several committees were then appointed. 
The resolutions reported and adopted 
reaffirm devotion to Democratic principles ; 
denounce the methods and doctrines of the 
Republican party and the fraud by which 
Hayes was installed as President; assert the 
right of free elections, free from intimidation 
of Federal bayonets or any other instru­ 
mentality. The resolutions express confi­ 
dence that the delegates chosen will act 
conjointly at Cincinnati with the representa­ 
tives of the party in a wise and discreet 
seltction of a national standai d-bearer. 
The delegates chosen are Harry Bingham, 
John A. George. Frank Jones, Martin V. B. 
Edgerly. 
Alternates, Joseph Burroughs, 
John W. Morse, John F. Cloutman and 
David H. Young. 
The delegates are instructed to adhere to 
the two-thirds rule. 
C oncord, May 5th.—It is impossible at 
this time to ascertain the exact status of the 
delegation to the Cincinnati Convention 
elected to-day, either as for or against Til­ 
den, but from what can be learned it seems 
to be favorable to Tilden. No expression of 
preference was made in the Convention, no 
speech being made except by the Chairman, 
who only discussed general principles. 
NORTH CAROLINA—GREENBACK. 
G reensboro, May 5th.—The State Na­ 
tional Greenback Convention was held here 
to-day. Only four delegates were present, 
one of that number a Republican Postmaster. 
Congressman De I.a Matyr did not make his 
appearauce. An Executive Committee for 
the State was chosen, with J. R. Winston, of 
Milton, as Chairman. Delegates to the Na­ 
tional Convention at Chicago June 9th were 
appointed. They go instructed. No other 
business was transacted. 
The M issouri A utl-Tliird -Term ers. 
St. Loris. May 5th.—Tffe arrivals during 
the day of delegates to the auti-third-term 
Republican Convention have been only mod­ 
erate, but the local committee have advices 
which indicate a full attendance when the 
Convention meets at noon to morrow. The 
sentiment of the delegates already assembled 
seems almost unanimous in favor of making 
it the sole purpose of the Convention to give 
adequate expression to the hostility which is 
believed by the delegates to exist iu the Re­ 
publican party against the nomination of 
General Grant to a third term. A strjpg ef­ 
fort will be made to prevent the name of any 
other Presidential candidate being mentioned, 
and to prevent the expression of any prefer­ 
ence as to who the Republican nominee shall 
be.A dispatch was received by the Executive 
Committee to-day from George William Cur­ 
tis, expressing his fullest sympathy with all 
Republicans in opposition to a third term, 
for which no good reason can be urged.

P olitics in O hio— P reparing for the Con 
vention. 
C olum bus, May 5th.—A large number of 
delegates are arriving by eacli train to attend 
the State Democratic Convention to-morrow. 
Thurman, Payne, Tilden and Jewett all 
have headquarters, and have busy friends 
who are wot king hard in favor of their favor­ 
ites. Congressmen Hurd, Lefevre, Ather­ 
ton, Finley and McMahon are already here. 
Thus far the factions seem very peaceahly 
disposed, and are evidently disposed to use 
honey rather than vinegar to attract atten­ 
tion to those they champion. It looks now 
as if all factions will combine to prevent the 
Convention from instructing for Thurman. 
It is very probable that the Convention will 
indorse Thurman, bnt allow delegates to go 
to Cincinnati uninstructed. An attempt to 
do more than this, as the matter looks now, 
will be opposed by the friends of all other 
candidates.

T renton, May 5th.—-A large number of 
delegates to the Republican State Convention 
have already arrived. The feeling is in fa­ 
vor of sending Blaiue delegates, but the im­ 
pression is that they will not be instructed.

D over, May 5th.—The Republican State 
Convention will meet here to-morrow. The 
indications are that though the delegates to 
Chicago will not be instructed, a delegation 
unanimous for Blaine will be chosen.

W a sh in g to n, May 5th.—The report of the 
select committee to inquire into the alleged 
frauds in the late election concludes as fol­ 
lows : “ Your committee report that the 
right of suffrage to foreign-born citizens of 
the United States is abridged by the Consti­ 
tution and laws of Rhode Island, and respect­ 
fully submit that under the Fourteenth 
Amendment and the provisions of the Act 
apportioning Representatives to States it 
would be competent for Congress at this time 
to deprive Rhode Island of one of her repre­ 
sentatives in Congress, if satisfied that the 
application of the rule laid down in the Con­ 
stitution would reduce the representative 
basis in that State below the ratio looked to 
in apportionment.” 
The (u m eron -n ilver Case -The Coining

W a sh in g to n, May 5th.—The Supreme 
Court of the District to-day denied the ap­ 
peal of Mrs. Oliver from the ruling of Chief 
Justice Carter’s decision in favor of ex-Sen­ 
ator Cameron.

P arnell and Su llivan —Free Fight*. 
D u blin, May 5th.—The Catholic Bishop 
and clergy, iu conference, unanimously re­ 
solved to accept as satisfactory Parnell's 
reasons for leaving Meath, and a majority 
decided to accept A. M. Sullivan as his suc­ 
cessor, provided he felt at liberty to co-op­ 
erate cordially with Parnell in Parliament. 
A public open-air meeting was lield in the 
evening, and the announcement of Sullivan’s 
name elicited cheers and cries of 44 No.” 
There were several fights among partisans of 
the rival candidates, Drake and Sullivan. 
The police were obliged to interfere to pro­ 
tect Drake’s partisans. Parnell said if he 
consulted his own inclination he would rep­ 
resent Meath, but if he did So Cork would 
be undoubtedly lost. 
A nnounced H im self an A narchist. 
B e r lin, May 5th.—In the debate on the 
Anti-Socialist bill in the Reichstag yester­ 
day, Herr Hasselman made a declaration of 
his political creed, which caused considerable 
commotion. Hesaid that in Russia anarchists 
had risen against despotism ; in France the 
Commune had done so ; and he hoped Ger­ 
man workingmen would follow their ex­ 
ample. He said he identified himself with 
the energetic revolutionary feeling of the 
people, and regretted that once before in the 
Reichstag it was denied on the part of the 
Socialists that they had any connection with 
Russian anarchists. He declared that he ac­ 
cepted connection, but spoke of course only 
for himself, not knowing how far his col­ 
leagues agreed with him. He was convinced 
the belief was gaining ground among the peo­ 
ple that the days of parliamentary palaver­ 
ing were over. Hasselman was called to or­ 
der. 
G erm any anil the Vatican 
B er lin, May 5th.—According to the state­ 
ments of some members of the Reichstag, 
Bismarck used expressions at the Parlia­ 
mentary soiree on the 4th instant which ren­ 
der it almost certain that the bill will be 
presented in the Prussian Diet giving the 
Government more discretion in regard to ap­ 
plying the May laws in order to bring about 
an agreement with the Vatican. 
The D eficit In the A fghan Finance*. 
L ondon, May 5th.—The difference be­ 
tween the financial results in India and those 
promised in the budget statement published 
in February, is from £3,000,000 to £5,000,000. 
The financial member of the Viceroy’s 
Council grossly underestimated the expenses 
of the Afghan war. 
The Indian Government sent dispatches to 
the Secretary of State for India, stating that 
the cost of the Afghan w>ar will probably ex­ 
ceed estimates by £4,000,000. The dispatch 
declares the Military Department solely 
blameable. They believed the estimates suf­ 
ficient and advised their adoption by the Fi­ 
nancial Department. 
London, May 5th.—The Standard, in an 
editorial article commenting on the deficit in 
the Afghan finances, says: There seems to 
be, unfortunately, no room for doubt that 
the recent gjowing financial calculations of 
the Indian Government have proved, to use 
a gentle expression, untrustworthy. The 
Indian budget was laid before the Legislative 
Council at Calcutta on the 24th of February, 
aud showed the improvement which Sir Staf­ 
ford Nortbcote, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
has led Parliament to expect. Sir John 
Strackey unfolded a series of surpluses which 
chaoged the aspect of the former estimates, 
and seemingly made clear that the sums at 
the disposal of the Government of India, 
after meeting all the usual demands of ex­ 
penditure, would be sufficient to clear off the 
whole cost of the Afghan war. The figures 
of Sir John Strackey’* budget were discussed 
during the elections with much interest, and 
were generally accepted as a proof that the 
condition of our fellow-subjects iu India wa* 
by no means as bad as painted. Some tims 
after the budget was produced, the Government 
at Calcutta discovered that there would be a 
glaring discrepancy between the financial 
results actually realized and those promised 


by the Viceroy’s Chancellor of the Ex­ 
chequer. The lii-iTí pincy is variously stated 
at from three to five million pounds. Either 
sum would unfortunately be large enough to 
throw all the finances of the empire into con­ 
fusion, at least for the present, and if the 
deficiency exists the special argument 
by which Sir Stafford Northcote and Mr. 
Stanhope justified the policy of the late Gov­ 
ernment falls to the ground. Of details 
nothing is known at ore sent, and nothing 
will be known until Parliament is again as­ 
sembled and the question on the subject ha* 
been answered by the Marquis of Harring­ 
ton. It seems certain that the strange mis­ 
calculating arose through underestimating 
the cost of the Afghan war. It is alleged 
that in India Sir John Strackey’* view of the 
matter was opposed by high military au­ 
thorities, who were better able to compute 
the rate at which money is being spent in 
Afghanistan. The most favorable view which 
can be taken of the case, if the discrepancy 
is as great as has been asserted, is that there 
was extreme recklessness or gross negligence 
on the part of the financial authorities in 
India. 
Tlic k in g o f slum 's .lunrnry A bandoned. 
L ondon, Muy 5th.—The King of Siam 
has sent a message here, saying his journey 
abroad has been abandoned for the present, 
on account of ill health. 
The Jew s al St, l*eter*l>iirg. 
L ondon, May 5th.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg says : Instead of the ameliora­ 
tion of the position of the Jews, the police 
measures against them are enforced more 
stringently than formerly. Persons in busi­ 
ness are required to quit the capital in 24 
hours’ notice, and Jewish strangers arriving 
are ordered to depart in the same summary 
manner. 
O pening ot the R raziliau Cham ber* b.y 
the Em peror. 
Rio d e J a n eiro, May 5th. -The Emperor 
opened the Brazilian Chambers to-day. In 
the speech from the throne he said the rela­ 
tions of Brazil with foreign {lowers were 
friendly, lie hoped the budget would allow 
the execution of extensive railway works and 
the development of navigation on the great 
waterways of Brazil. He announced the dis­ 
appearance of yellow fever from Rio, and 
the cessation of drought in the provinces. 
F ive Persons Riirueil to D eath. 
C h a th a m (Ont.), May 5tli.—Last night the 
house of James Gage, ex-Councilor of the 
township of Euphemia, was destroyed by 
fire. Four of Gage’s children and a daughter 
of a neighbor named Wade perished in the 
flames.

JHIsCEEEANEOES. 
The proposals to sell bonds to the Treasury 
yesterday in New York aggregated §0,808,­ 
400, of which Secretary .Sherman accepted 
§3,000.000 at 104.49 for sixes of 18S0, 100.47 
to 100.67 for sixes of 1881, and 102.84 to 
102.90 for ti ves. 
A passenger coach attached to a freight 
train on the Richmond and Pittsburg Rail­ 
road jumped the track yesterday and was 
completely wrecked at Temple’s Crossing, 
Va. Abraham Greensbaum, a traveling 
salesman, had his thigh and legs broken. The 
injuries of the six other passengers were 
slight. 
Bullion paid into the Bank of England 
yesterday on balance, £50,000. 
India Council bills were allotted yesterday 
in London at an advance of one-eighth 
pence. 
Thomas Herman, proprietor of the Star 
and Crescent Flouring Mills, a prominent 
business man and a Director of the Board of 
Trade of Chicago, fell down the elevator shaft 
of his mills from the sixth story, a distance of 
over ninety feet, yesterday, and was instantly 
killed. 
The steamer Thingvalla, from Shields for 
New York, arrived at Boston yesterday in 
tow of the steamer Samaria. She has over 
500 passergers. Her propeller was loose, and 
was lost May 3d, the day following that on 
which she was taken in tow. 
William Elliott, England’s ex-champion 
oarsman, sends a formal entry for a race at 
Seekonk, Mass., on June 17th. He writes 
that Boyd will probably enter. 
A Berlin correspondent says that the dis­ 
content in Germany may be judged by the 
tide of emigration. It is estimated that dur­ 
ing the past thirty years two and a half 
million people have emigrated. 
The West of England and South Wales 
Bank Directcrs, charged with falsifying ac­ 
counts and conspiring to defraud, have been 
acquitted. The bank suspended in 1878. 
Lord Mayor Gray, in presenting the free­ 
dom of Dublin to Captain Potter, said it was 
an honor of which the Corporation was jeal 
ous, and only three names preceded that of 
Captain Potter upon the burgess roll. A cer­ 
tificate of freedom was inclosed in a casket of 
bogwood and oak, elaborately caived and 
adorned with the Irish emblems. 


NEWS FROM CHINA. 
The steamer Gaelic, which arrived at 
San Francisco Tuesday, brought the fol­ 
lowing miscellaneous news items from 
China : 
Affairs between China aud Russia are 
still threatening. Rumors are current of a 
conflict between the troops of the two na­ 
tions on the frontier, and the Chinese 
forces have crossed t'oe Amoor river. 
Chong IIow, late Embassador to Russia, 
and contractor of the treaty of Livadia, is 
to be decapitated, his sentence having beeu 
approved by the Empress. 
Li Yung Choi, the leader of the lvwangsi 
revolt on the frontiers of Anam, some 
months ago reported as captured aud exe­ 
cuted, is now said to be alive and at the 
head of the forces in the mountains. The 
alleged execution is thought to be a fraud 
by the Governor of Kwangsi and the Im­ 
perial General, both of whom were alarmed 
by the impatience of the central authori­ 
ties at Pekin with the non-suppression of 
the revolt. Some coolie, or unimportant 
officer of Li’s army, who was taken pris­ 
oner, it said to have been made to person­ 
ate him, and to have been beheaded in his 
stead. 
The French difficulty with Anam prom­ 
ises a peaceful solution, and appears to 
have been settled. 
The Chinese in Hongkong have sub­ 
scribed liberally to the Irish famine relief 
fund. A significant stipulation was made 
at a public meeting that a large amount 
should he forwarded to the Mayor of Cork 
for the distressed in that district, the home 
of the Governor, respect for whom is sin­ 
cerely felt by Chinese residents. 
The Chief Justice of Hongkong, in sen­ 
tencing kidnapers, said that the servitude 
existing in the island is slavery, cruel and 
despotic, and expressed the belief that the 
Governor would succeed in eradicating it. 
It was a violation of the English law, and 
he would severely punish all convicted 
before him. 
It is matter of interest to shipowners 
concerned in trade w ith the far East to 
know that there now appears to be reason­ 
able prospect that the Chinese Government 
may ere long adopt measures for the im­ 
provement of the Woosung Bar, which is 
such a serious obstruction to the approach 
to Shanghai.

SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
[From San Francisco exchanges of May 5th.]

County Treasurer Shaber reports a cash 
balance of $1,590,700 for May 1st, besides 
$467,000 outstanding to the credit of the 
Sinking Fund. The School Fund has $228,­ 
000 and the General Fund $204,000. 
Assistant United States Treasurer Sher­ 
man reports that his receipts during April 
aggregated $2,617,061 69, of which $467,­ 
858 93 came from customs dues, $258,­ 
456 52 from the internal revenue tax, 
$18,846 56 from sales of public lands, 
$1,030,000 from transfers, $76,167 75 from 
the Postoffice Department, $670,513 91 
from disbursing officers, and the balance 
from miscellaneous sources.

THE DISPOSITION TO BOLT. 
The machine men must be growing un­ 
easy about this time, for there are many 
indications that the work upon which 
they have expended so much time and 
labor is liable to fall to pieces just when 
most depends upon its stability. 
It is 
alleged, for example, that twenty of the 
Pennsylvania delegates to Chicago intend 
to bolt Grant, and that fifteen of the New 
York delegates have agreed upon the same 
course. In Illinois a desperate contest is 
going on, for that has come to be regarded 
as the pivotal State. The Grant men are 
said to have scored a point in regard to the 
Cook county primaries ; hut notwithstand­ 
ing the confident claims of the Inter­ 
Ocean that the entire Illinois dele­ 
gation will be for Grant, it appears 
that up to this time Blaine divides 
the State equally with his rival. 
There have been so many hitches in the 
Southern States, and so many Grant losses 
there and elsewhere, that the solidity of 
Illinois, were even it attainable, would not 
give him the nomination on the first ballot. 
And as time goes on, and the anti-third 
term feeling becomes more pronounced, it 
is to be expected that the tendency to 
“ fall down ” will he greater, so that the 
result at Chicago can by no means he re­ 
garded as settled. W hat will come of the 
St. Louis Convention remains to he Been, 
hut it is very certain that it will not tend 
to increase the influence of the machine 
managers, while it may inflict a heavy 
blow upon them.

COALS OF FIRE. 
Late intelligence from China conveys the 
information that “ the Chinese of Hong­ 
kong have subscribed liberally for the Irish 
famine relief fund.” This is a significant 
circumstance. Would the Irish anywhere 
contribute liberally to a Chinese famine 
relief fund ? The Chinese have been looked 
upon as an outcast race, and they have 
been particularly obnoxious to the people 
whose sufferings in another part sf the 
world they have now come forward so 
magnanimously to relieve. 
There have 
been in China and India, within the past 
ten years, several frightful famines. Not 
such famines as that of 
Ireland, 
but calamities by which 
scores of 
millions of people have been swept 
away. 
Yet the sympathy created by 
these disasters among the Western nations 
has been scarcely perceptible. There was 
an Indian famine relief fund in England, 
because England is responsible for India, 
but nobody ever heard of a Chinese fam­ 
ine relief fund. On the contrary, when 
the Chinese famine occurred able editors 
philosophically regarded it as a convenient 
way of reducing a redundant population, 
and congratulated the survivors on having 
so mudh more room. It would seem, 
therefore, that the Chinese may, with all 
their heathenism, be sometimes capable of 
greater charity than Christian nations, and 
when they manifest this generous spirit 
the fact deserves to be recorded. 


THE SCHOOL-BOOK QUESTION. 
The question of the selection of text­ 
books for the public schools is one of very 
great importance, hut it may be doubted 
whether it is generally determined in ac­ 
cordance w ith the highest interests of the 
public. It is too universally a scramble 
between the agents of rival publishers, and 
the merits of the books themselves are apt 
to be overlooked. Very many of the books 
which have had the greatest vogue in the 
past are of inferior character, and calcu­ 
lated to do more harm than good. Not a 
few are of the goody-goody kind, compiled 
long before advanced views of education 
had been adopted, and therefore behind 
the age. Of thii class is the series of 
readers known as McGuffey’s, which ought 
to be discarded as obsolete, hut which are 
still pushed by agents as confidently as 
though they embraced the latest produc­ 
tions of educational science. But the 
most serious defect in the majority of the 
text-books which are proffered for use on 
this coast is their want of adaptation to 
theirsurrouDdings. Most of them were com­ 
piled before California was a State, and 
when the Pacific Coast was an unknown 
region to the people of the Eastern States. 
The publishers of Monteith’s Geography 
undertake to add a Pacific Coast Supple­ 
ment to that work, as an inducement for 
its adoption here, but whoever has exam­ 
ined the supplement must agree with us 
that no more jejune and unsatisfactory 
piece of work was ever done. It affords 
no valuable or useful information to Cali­ 
fornia children. It abounds with a species 
of preposterous conundrums, such as 
“ W hat can we say of the rivers of Ne­ 
v a d a ? ” or “ W hat can we say of the 
“ productions of California ? ” ; the answers 
to these questions being generally such as 
would he given by people who were densely 
ignorant of everything on the subject it 
ia worth while to know. 
No child 
can learn from such a course the 
real character of the extensive region which 
every California child ought to he familiar 
with. It is the same with most other 
text-books published at the East. They 
give plenty of information about Maine, 
and 'Massachusetts, and New York, and 
New Hampshire, but when they come to 
the Pacific coast they are perfunctory and 
vague and wishy-washy. 
We have no 
hesitation in expressing the opinion that 
Bancroft’s Readers are infinitely preferable 
to any Eastern readers for the needs and 
uses of California schools, and we regard 
it as equally certain that the same special 
attention to the Pacific coast ought to 
characterize all the text-books adopted 
here. 
We have in this State a territory about 
as large as France, embracing a greater 
variety of climate, soil, productions, than 
can he found in any other region lying 
under one Government. 
It is far more 
important that our children should know 
their own country than that they should 
have a smattering of information about 
other parts of the republic, yet though the 
knowledge which they ought to possess is 
easily accessible, there seems to he no real­ 
ization of the desirability of securing its 
diffusion through the schools. The new 
Constitution has done very great harm to 
our school system by destroying uniform­ 
ity of text-books, and so breaking up the 
connection between the schools of differ­ 
ent counties, and between the lower 
schools and the higher. 
Hemeforth 
it seems inevitable that every county 
will 
conduct 
its 
schools 
without 
reference to any other county, and that 
every school hoard will follow its own 
caprices in the selection of text-books. But 
for this imbecile and chaotic arrangement 
it might have been possible in the near fu­ 
ture to obtain a special set of text-bcoks 
adapted to local needs. 
Iu the Bancroft 
Readers we already have an adumbration 
of what sucli a series should and might he. 
But in destroying all system, and inviting 
Eastern publishers to come and struggle 
for the spoils in every’ county, this hope 
has been extinguished, and if anything of 
the kind is done hereafter it wrill demand 
a degree of public spirit and devotion in 
the school boards which it would perhaps 
he idle to expect. It is of course still 
possible to adopt the Bancroft Readers, 
and as they are the only satisfac­ 
tory readers now attainable, they ought to 
be preferred to the antiquated and stupid 
McGuffoy’s, which have during the whole 
of their existence onlyr served as an apology 
for non-performance in the schools. We 
live in hope that some day the school 
system established by the new Constitu­ 
tion will be repudiated by the people, but 
failing that much-desired action, it is still 
the part of wisdom fo» California School 
Boards to adopt the best text-books which 
are accessible, and we think that an effort 
might be made to obtain geographies more 
satisfactory than those of Montieth. 
In 
the present disorganized state of the school 
system it is useless to expect much im­ 
provement, but there is no sense in delib­ 
erately preferring books which long expe­ 
rience has shown to he little better than 
useless. 


THE VETO OF THE DEFICIENCY BILL. 


MONROE ASHBURY. 
In the death of Monroe Ashbury San 
Francisco has lost one of her most sterling 
citizens. He wa3 one of those rare in­ 
stances iu these degenerate times of a man 
who had held high public offices for many 
years, had borne great responsibilities, and 
had retained an unblemished reputation 
through everything. 
The character of 
Monroe Ashbury was indeed above sus­ 
picion. He was known to be the soul of 
honor, and utterly incorruptible, and the 
general confidence in him was so profound 
aad well established that during one of the 
worst periods of detraction no whisper of 
oaluntny assailed his name. We do not 
know that there is much more worth hav­ 
ing in life than the attainment of such a 
reputation as this good old man enjoyed so 
long and so deservedly. He was loved by 
a host of friends for his genial kindliness 
and his frank and pleasant manners. He 
was revered by thousands who had not 
any personal acquaintance with him. He 
was a bright and elevating example to the 
csmmunity in which he lived, and his 
whole career was a protest against that 
mad race for position which inrolvdfe the 
sacrifice of self-respect at every turn, and 
whose fullest fruition is for the most part 
but a Barmecide feast. 


The President has vetoed the Marshals 
Deficiency bill upon the same ground taken 
by him on a previous occasion. He holds 
that the bill is objectionable because it em­ 
bodies an attempt to settle a political issue 
over which there has been a prolonged con­ 
troversy, by tacking it on toan appropria­ 
tion bill. He represents that the effect of this 
proceeding is to entrap the Executive into 
sanctioning a particular line of policy, 


'• against his convictions. The bill, he says, 
contains provisions “ which materially 
“ change, and by implication repeal, im- 
“ portant parts of laws for the regulation 
“ of the United States elections. These 
“ laws have for several years been the sub- 
“ ject of vehement political controversy, 
“ and have been denounced as unnecessary, 
“ offensive and unconstitutional. On the 
“ other hand it has been maintained 
“ with equal zeal and earnestness that the 
“ election laws are indispensable to fair 
“ and lawful elections, and are clearly 
“ warranted by the Constitution. Under 
“ these circumstances, to attempt in an ap­ 
propriation bill a modification or repeal 
“ of those laws, is to annex a condition to 
“ the passage of needed and proper appro­ 
priations, which tends to deprive the Ex- 
“ ecutive of that equal and independent 
“ exercise of discretion and judgment 
“ which the Constitution contemplates. 
“ The objection to the bill, therefore, is 
“ that it gives a marked and deliberate 
“ sanction, attended by no circumstances of 
“ pressing urgency, to the questionable, and 
“ as I am clearly of the opinion, dangerous 
“ practice, of tacking upon appropriation 
“ bills general and permanent legislation.” 
This is very clear, and it is also very- 
strong. The country is familiar with the 
line of argument, but it cannot be repeated 
too often so long as the Democrats continue 
to attempt the kind af usurpation to which 
it is opposed. It is true, as the President 
points out, that this practice of tacking per­ 
manent legislation on to the appropriation 
billa “ invites attacks upon the independ- 


“ ence and constitutional powers of the 
“ Executive, by providing an easy and 
“ effective way of constraining executive 
“ discretion.” However strong the temp­ 
tation to resort to such measures may 
appear to partisans, the fact that they 
involve direct and dangerous assaults 
upon the independence of the Executive, 
and that they aro therefore calculated 
to overturn the due balance of power 
which should subsist between the three 
branches of the Government, cannot he 
denied. The Democrats, it is said, con­ 
template passing the provisions changing 
the election laws, separately, and some of 
them profess to think that the President 
will sign them in that form because in his 
present veto message he has not expressed 
auv opinion upon their merits. W e be­ 
lieve that President Hayes will consider it 
his duty to veto the proposed changes in 
the laws however they are presented, and 
that he will find no difficulty in demon­ 
strating that they are unconstitutional and 
against the public interests. If the Demo­ 
crats think they can afford to go to the 
country upon that issue, well and good. 
The Republicans will bo glad enough to 
meet them upon it. The country lias by 
this time formed its own opinion as to the 
real motives of the Democratic attack upon 
the election laws, and there is no reason to 
think that the masses believe in the ex­ 
istence of any permanent Democratic re- 
;ard for tne freedom of the ballot or the 
purity aud independence of elections. 


FROM PARIS. 


EXPOSITION OF THE IMPRESSIONISTS— 
VERY ODD STYLE OF PAINTING. 


The Trim m ing of Jerom e B onaparte—A 
W oman on T rial and W hat the Ver­ 
dict W as in a Shooting Case. 


P aris, April 12, 1S80. 
The Exposition of the Impressionists has 
been a greater success this year than the 
four preceding years of its existence. For­ 
merly all Paris went to laugh, and to laugh 
heartily-, but this time they have had to 
pay a franc for the privilege, and in spite 
of superior free exhibitions, so great has 
been the desire, as usual, to laugh at some­ 
body else’s expense that the coffers of the 
treasury have been filled, and the society 
finds itself in a very flourishing condition. 
There is much less to laugli at this year and 
a great deal to admire, and although the 
visitor did not get what he paid for, he did 
not come away discontented. Only one of 
the members has persisted in remaining 
faithful to the first stage of his impressions, 
and he presents a bizarrerie of subject and 
execution which causes the visitor to 
search his brain for a solution of these 
various problems. This member is a lady, 
Berthe Marisot, whose pictures entirely 
fill a good sized room. It must he confessed 
that her impressions are not agreeable, for 
her portraits resemble so many healthy 
looking corpses in the last stage of decom­ 
position. There is a most singular combi­ 
nation of green, blue and purple in the 
hair as in the face, and red noses would 
prove respectable beside these purple and 
green proboscides. There is a remarkable 
resemblance between all the subjects in 
spite of their fantastic colors, aud they 
appear for all the world as though the pal­ 
ette had been thrown at them disregardless 
of artistic or other effects. The impres­ 
sions are varied and sometimes rapid, for a 
train of cars is rendered by an indistinct 
paysage with 
GREAT CUP.LS OF SMOKE 
In the air, for the train lias passed. The 
“ chase ” is descried by another indefinite 
paysage with a dog’s tail seen in one corner, 
for the dog and rabbit are supposed to be 
still running out of sight. In this room 
one soon has an indigestion of horrors, and 
it is a relief to pass into that dedicated to 
the works of Mr. Vidal. Th¡3 exhibition 
is really very line, hut of a reality in sub­ 
ject and treatment which would not tail to 
give satisfaction to the most devoted of 
the Zola school. Not only do these Im ­ 
pressionists delight in being naturalists, 
but they purposely seek the coarsest 
subjects to he touud, as though the world 
were devoted to ugliness and there were 
no room left for beauty and grace. The 
largest picture by Mr. Vidal represents a 
portly figure of a gentleman standing in a 
door of a cafe ; far back in the distance 
are some young men seated at a table play­ 
ing cards. The principal figure is wonder­ 
fully natural, and seem3 to he on the point 
of stepping forward to greet you. An­ 
other represents the half figure of a 
woman looking out of a window ; nothing 
is to he seen but her hack, the open win­ 
dow and the advertisements of the oppo­ 
site side of the street. I noticed a number 
of portraits of very old men which were 
remarkable for their life-like expression 
and vigor of execution, and which forcibly 
called to mind the remarkable heads of 
Greuse. The most pleasiDg picture to look 
at wan the half-sized portrait of a very 
pretty and charming-looking young girl. 
Her velvet basque fitted closely her finely- 
molded form, aud the jockey hat with its 
pheasant plumes gave her a coquettish air. 
Her elbows rested on a table and her 
head upon her hands, which hands were 
dressed—in long, black kid gloves. 
The next room was devoted to the works 
of two artists whose names unfortunately 
I have not been able to retain. These 
works contrasted much with each other, 
for whereas one has sought to render a 
homely subject even uglier than human 
possibilities can permit of, the other car­ 
ries the visitor through scenes of spring 
time which possess all the charm andircsh- 
ness of the chansons of Beranger. 
The 
first gives us nothing but ballet dancers, 
not as they appear on the stage as so many 
sylphs and faries, but tired, uuhappy wo­ 
men, in all 
THE AGONIES OF EXERCISE. 
They are seen holding on to a railing, with 
their feet in the air, or passing through 
painful gymnastics, a fiddler before them 
whose face expresses severity, while their 
own countenances are reflective of bodily 
suffering and moral disgust. Certainly not 
subjects pleasing to dwell upon, and it is 
with keen delight the visitor turns to two 
rather large pictures whose interesting 
subjects, charming coloring, and really fin­ 
ished appearance are bright roses in a des­ 
ert. One of these pictures represents a 
gay, pretty boat, the property of some 
rich gentleman of leisure, and such as may 
be seen during the fair season plying the 
waters of the picturesque Marne. The 
gentleman is fishing ; by his side Btands his 
wife, gracefully leaning against the railing; 
further beyond their little boy is playing. 
All seem gay and happy, a3 though abau- 
doning themselves to the freshuess and 
charm of the spring morning ; even to the 
dog in the foreground, whose expressive 
attitude calls for a good share of attention. 
The boat is freshly painted in white, the 
dress of both the lady and gentlemen is of 
most delicate tints, the trees are dec­ 
orated with their new light-colored leaves, 
and the whole atmosphere seems per­ 
vaded with a rosy mist through which 
play the silver rays of the sun. A 
most moral and consoling picture, which 
recalls fresh to one’s mind all joyful emo­ 
tions caused by the awakening of nature. 
And an ever to be appreciated ornament, 
particularly at this moment, when a cold 
wind blows and the dark gray clouds above 
seem like the descending wrath of a re­ 
vengeful god. The other picture repre­ 
sents an open meadow, with a clump of 
trees in the distance. 
A young artist 
seated at his easel, and with a large blue 
umbrella shading him from the sun’s rays, 
is busy painting his model, who stands 
some distance from him, her white dress 
trailing upon the flowers, bareheaded, her 
hat in one hand and her closed red um­ 
brella in the other. Her pretty face is 
fanned by the breeze, and the air seems 
filled with spirits. Such a picture as one 
never tires of gazing at. Manet 
THE KING OF IMPRESSIONISTS, 
Has recently opened an exhibition ef his 
own, which is said to be unusually fine. 


His exhibition is free, and although he has 
been a pioneer whose passage to public no­ 
tice and indulgence has been traversed 
with hardships and straggles, he has suc­ 
ceeded iu rallying around him a large 
number of adherents, and not a few cun- 
Bider it an honor to he distinguished as his 
pupils. Í remember the great scandal his 
works created at the salou some five years 
ago, and I often amused myself hv stand­ 
ing near his pictures to listen to the com­ 
ments that were passed on them. The in­ 
dignation of old connoisseurs knew no 
bounds, and they had difficulty in finding 
words to express their contempt. Often 
the pictures were greeted with loud peals 
of laughter, and everybody went to look 
at them, if only to repose themselves from 
continued exclamations of admiration 
called forth by the other tableaux. Al­ 
though Manet had been received several 
times at the salon, so great was the clamor 
of the public that some two years ago he 
was refused, aud lias since exposed his 
pictures on his own account. 
The most important event in the politi­ 
cal world during this last week has been 
a letter published iu one of the journals 
by Jerome Bonaparte. Since he has be­ 
come a pretender to the throne of France 
(that throne which so many pretend to and 
which nobody sees) he has withdrawn his 
children from a Protestant republican 
school, to place them where they would 
receive Catholic instruction iu imperial 
precepts. He has been a public scofler of 
the Catholic religion, has hidden defiance 
to the Pope, and openly eaten meat on 
Good Friday. Now that he has need of 
Catholic subjects to help him to that in­ 
visible throne, he has found himself very 
much embarrassed. Until at present he 
has maintained a dignified silence, and he 
would not now have spoken were he not 
out of patience with the absurd reasoning 
of those who defend his cause. In his 
letter he advises his adherents to abandon 
their arbitrary principles and follow iu the 
road of progress and liberty. He states 
that he is opposed to persecuting the Cath­ 
olics, aud even the Jesuits, but that he is 
in favor of the 
SEPARATION OF THE CHURCH 
From the State. His letter has been the 
motive for dividing the Imperialists into 
two distinct parties ; the followers of Je­ 
rome and those whose religious principles 
will not permit them to accept him as 
their throne’s idol. They have therefore 
adopted as their pretender the eldest son of 
Jerome, in whose veins they state flow the 
religious blood of the devout Princess 
Mathilde, his mother. So they would ar­ 
raign the son against the father as in the 
days of Muley Aben Hassen and Boabdil 
El Chico, when they ate each other up 
about as fast as the Christians devoured 
them. All this would be very important 
did the throne exist, but its absence only 
renders the affair absurd. They say that 
Jerome Bonaparte is endeavoring to make 
himself popular so as to reach the presi­ 
dential chair, which, no doubt, he would 
soon convert into a throne, as did his un­ 
cle in spite of his sworn promises to the 
contrary. 
All Paris has been very much occupied 
this past week with a case in the criminal 
Court, whose decision is to the credit of 
the morality of the country aud to the ad­ 
vantage of women. Some three months 
ago MÍ83 Marie Biere, after waiting some 
time in a carriage before the dwelling of 
her seducer, shot at him twice on his ap­ 
pearance and inflicted severe wounds. Her 
trial commenced on the first of the week, 
and never since many years has a trial ex­ 
cited so much curiosity. Through testi­ 
mony it was proved that, although an 
artist, formerly attached to the Comic 
Opera at Paris, and exposed to all tempta- 
tious which generally beseige (young wo­ 
men of that profession in this country, 
she was a gentle, virtuous girl until she 
met Mr. Gentien, whom she loved. She 
soon perceived iiis coldness and selfishness 
in regard to her, and her sorrow reached 
despair when, at the birth of her child, he 
refused to see it. She was obliged to put 
her child from her, and send it away to 
nurse. The child soon after died, and 
from that moment she was determined on 
KILLING THE FATHER, 
Whom she considered morally responsible 
for the death of the child. Although she 
was 28 years old when she met Mr. Gen­ 
tien, and knew perfectly well what she 
was doing, and later often threatened him 
his life and dogged his steps for weeks with 
the intention of killing him, the utter 
heartlessness aud selfishness of Mr. Gien- 
tien as displayed at the trial turned all 
sympathy in favor of the accused and 
made of the victim a monster. The love 
she bore her child and her exemplary con­ 
duct aside from her one fault touched the 
jury. Mr. Gentien, although acknowledg­ 
ing the honesty and disinterestedness of 
the prisoner, spoke in such a slighting 
sense of women that he provoked much in­ 
dignation. He insisted that as he had 
given her money, he had acted as a per­ 
fectly gallant gentleman. 
The par/alt 
gallant hornine called forth loud murmurs 
from the crowd. The crowd was com­ 
posed of a number of lawyers, some of the 
first journalists and literati of Paris, 
as well as numerous ladies. The room was 
so crowded that the majority had to stand. 
Among the audience was Alexander Dumas 
fils, who doubtless found there a new study 
for his favorite theme of \ioinan. The 
prisoner’s lawyer was a Mr. Lachaud, one 
of the most eloquent barristers of Paris. 
He made a speech which lasted four hours, 
and which was repeatedly interrupted by 
the applause of the audience. He brought 
tears to the eyes of mauy present, ¿fe 
said that his client was the most unhappy 
woman, one most worthy of pity, he had 
ever known. She was possessed of the 
most honest sentiments, of the most gen­ 
erous passions ; she loved the good. And 
there she was on the bench of the accused, 
desolate, fallen, without any hope in this 
world. “ Gentlemen of the jury,” he said, 
“ I shall show you w hence comes all this 
uuhappiness ; that which has caused i t ; 
and I hope that after having heard me you 
will extend a hand to that young woman 
to aid her to rise ! ” He gave a descrip­ 
tion of the chaiacter of Mr. Gentien, which 
portrait may answer for a whole generation 
of young men whom the Empire has be­ 
queathed to France—frivolous, selfish, 
understanding life only for its pleasures, 
having a horror of all that which consti­ 
tutes a charge or a duty. Mr. Gentien, he 
said, belongs to a certain class of men who 
care only for les liaisons passageres; love 
for them means merely the material pos­ 
session of a «’oman. The jury were absent 
less than three minutes, aud returned with 
a verdict of acquittal. When 
THE VERDICT 
Was rendered there was such a round of 
applause that it was almost impossible to 
obtain quiet and order for the rest of the 
proceedings. Marie Biere threw her arms 
around her lawyer’s neck and embraced 
him. Everybody crowded around her to 
press her hand and to congratulate her. 
Congratulations from all present poured 
upon the eloquent lawyer, and never had 
there been seen such a scene of excitement 
in the history of the Court-room. Marie 
Biere returned to her home with her father 
and mother, and it is stated that she has 
already been offered a position on some 
lyric stage. As to Mr. Gentien, he has 
left for the province and will not likely be 
in a hurry to return. All the Gentiens of 
to-day doubtless now tremble in their 
hoots, hut so much the better, their trem­ 
bling may aid in purifying the public 
morals. Generally human life is placed 
above everything else, but in this case 
morality has been placed above human 
life.

CALIFORNIA. 


The R ailroad C om m ission. 
San F rancisco, May 5ch.—The Board of 
Riilroad Commissioners have arranged 
the following sessions : Colton, San Bernar­ 
dino county, May 24th ; San Gabriel, 26th ; 
Los Angeles, 28th ; Wilmington, 31st; Ana­ 
heim, June 20th ; Santa Monica, 30th. The 
Secretary was authorized to request transpor­ 
tation companies to send the Commissioners 
copies of schedules of freight and passage rates 
now in force. A resolution was introduced 
by Stoneinan fixing the maximum rate of 
transportation for freight: For 100 miles 
aud over, not to exceed five per cent per ton 
per mile ; under 100 miles, six cents ; for a 
passage of 100 miles and over, not to exceed 
four cents per passenger per mile ; under 100 
miles five cents. Lost—Cone aud Beer- 
stccher voting no, Stouemau aye. 
Died in Harness-Sudden Death ul .fudge 
W. F. Dalngerfleld. 
San F rancisco, May 5th.—Shortly after 
12 o’clock to-day, William P. Daingerfield, 
presiding Judge of the Superior Court, while 
engaged in trying a case, was observed to turn 
a pale yellow color, throw up his hands and 
gasp for breath. The Court Bailiff aud 
several attorneys present went to his assist­ 
ance, and laying him gently upon the floor 
applied such restoratives as were obtainable, 
l’hysicans were also sent for. He was, how­ 
ever, unable to swallow anything, and when 
Drs. Whitney, Eliinwood and O’Donnell ar­ 
rived they pronounced him dead. Messen­ 
gers were then sent to notify his family aud 
the Coroner. 
The deceased was a native of Virginia ; 
came to California in 1849 ; practiced law at 
Sacramento till about 1853; was Secretary of 
the State Board of Laud Commissioners in 
this city in 1853-54. About 1854 he took up 
his residence in Shasta couuty, where he en­ 
tered into practice in partnership with the 
late Royal T. Sprague. About 1855 he was 
appointed by Governor Bigler Judge for the 
Shasta District, and was subsequentlyelected 
to a full term. Many years later he removed 
to this city and practiced law for several 
years. He was elected Judge of the Twelfth 
District, for San Mateo and San Francisco 
couuties, to succeed Judge SharpsteiD, now 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court, and 
was holding that po-ilion at the time of the 
adoption of the new Constitution. Subse­ 
quently he received the nomination of several 
parties for Superior Judge, and was elected 
by a large vote. On the organization of the 
Supeiior Court the deceased was chosen by 
hia fellow Judges as Presiding Judge of the 
Court. Since then a large share of the work 
of the Court was assumed by himself, and his 
death is believed to have been hastened very 
materially by overwork. The deceased was 
aged 56 years. He leaves a wife and several 
children. When the sad news was received 
at the San Francisco Bar Association rooms 
a sudden gloom fell upon those present, aud 
trono all was heard eulogistic expressions upon 
the pure life ami amiable qualities of the de- 
paited. The members of the Association 
will meet at 1 o’clock to-morrow afternoon to 
take action in reference to the funeral, the 
time for which has not been fixed. 
The A lam eda H ead: F ire. 
San F rancisco, May 5th.—At the inquest 
held at < laklaud last evening on the body of 
Mary Spaulding, the domestic at the Long 
Branch Hotel, Alameda, burned yesterday 
morning, further particulars of the fire were 
learned. John \V. Pearson and family occu­ 
pied rooms in the upper part of the hotel, 
and it was with much difficulty that they 
escaped. -Mr. Pearson only did so by jump­ 
ing from a window. The house was 30 by 80 
feet, aud was of two stories. It had been en­ 
larged this spring, and was valued at S20,- 
000. There was also lost silver plate valued 
at 83,000, three watches worth 81,700, dia­ 
monds valued at 81,200, 82,500 worth of pic­ 
tures, a piano and other furniture, makiug a 
total loss of 830,000. The lessee, William 
Barretta’s, loss amounts to 81,000. There 
was uo insurance. Another building will be 
erected on the site. A verdict of accidental 
death was found by the jury, which also gave 
the opinion that the lire was an incendiary 
one.

alow illness, endeared him greatly, not alone 
to his parents, but to all who had opportu­ 
nities of observing his courage, patience and 
amiability. To those who are called upon to 
suffer such bereavements we are only too well 
aware that conventional consolation, are 
barren and meaningless; but when, as in this 
case, the progress of an incurable disease 
rendered it certain that survival could bring 
no hope of a restoration to the activities and 
enjoyments of life, and might have entailed 
only a prolongation of suffering, it is perhaps 
permissible to suggest that even the most 
'devoted love could scarcely have deliberately 
chosen—had such choice been possible—the 
sad alternative to that ending which has so 
prematurely closed this young career.

Where a dark 
forest lies in summer there is now only to 
be seen a white expanse of snow with here 
and there what appear to be clumps of 
bushes, but which are really the tops of 
the tallest pines. 
The Eureka (Nev.) Sentinel of May 2d 
has the following : Mr. Cazaux, of the 
Union Market, accompanied by a Mr. 
Wallace, of Austin, arrived on Saturday 
with a band of cattle. When within about 
twelve miles of town tney dismounted to 
tighten their sinches. While thus occu­ 
pied a maddened ox attacked them and 
made it very warm for a while. Mr. 
Cazaux’s saddle-horse was killed on the 
spot, and, in turn, the ox was killed by a 
shot from Cazaux’s pistol. 
A letter from Globe City, Arizona, says 
that place is all business aud work. The 
mines are too numerous to mention any 
particular one ; new quartz mills are going 
up on every side ; three large saw-milla 
within six miles of this place, all running 
on full time, cannot supply the demand 
for lumber ; brick and adobe houses are 
going up all around and everything is life 
and bustle. 
There is also a church in 
course of erection. Teams are in good de­ 
mand at from $10 to $12 per day for two 
horses and wagon. 
Some one continúes the sale of whisky 
to the Indians, says the San Diego New». 
About a dozen bucks and half as many 
squaws, with their children, centered on 
Third street yesterday afternoon, all drunk. 
One woman lay in the street, a beautiful 
sight for passers by. A day or so ago, a 
woman lay drunk in the street thi3 side of 
Marco Williams’ coffee stand, and the boys 
gave her a cold water bath which she 
knew nothing of, being so beastly drunk. 
It is not a very pleasing sight for respecta­ 
ble persons who are obliged to pass that 
way. 
Graniteville, in the upper part of this 
county, says the Nevada Transcript, has 
for several weeks past to some extent been 
cut off from communication with the rest 
of the world, because of the vast snow- 
tields in that section. Provisions are, as 
a consequence, very scarce. In spite of the 
tact that the people there are bitter against 
the race, they have recently found it neces­ 
sary to employ Chinamen to transport flour 
to them from Moore’s Flat, none of the 
white race having the endurance necessary 
to perform the feat. The Mongolian pack- 
aniuials carry 80 pounds at atrip, making 
one trip per day. They receive six cents 
per pound for transportation, and thus earn 
good wages. 
DANGEROUS DESPERADO. 
A Convict Brought from San Quentin to 
Stockton on a Charge of Murder. 
[Stockton Independent, May 3d.] 
Sheriff Cunningham last evening arrived 
from San Quentin having in custody a no­ 
torious and desperate outlaw and burglar 
named Michael Walsh, alias Winters, who 
is wanted in this city on a charge of mur­ 
der, the circumstances of which are as 
follows : About two years ago, late one 
night, the daughter of Major J. A. Shep­ 
herd, the proprietor of the hotel at the 
railroad station, Lathrop, was awakened 
by a noise in her room, aud observed the 
form of a man standing behind the door. 
W ith remarkable presence of mind she 
pretended not to notice the intruder, and 
quietly leaving the room informed her 
tatlier and two or three railroad men of 
the circumstance. They immediately re­ 
turned to the room, she following them. 
As soon as the burglar ascertained that he 
was discovered and that hi3 retreat had 
been cut off, he opened fire with a revolver, 
aud Major Shepherd’s daughter, fearing 
that her father would be injured, with 
heroic courage threw herself upon the mid­ 
night robber and disconcerted his aim as 
far as it was directed against his assail­ 
ants, but one of the bullets entered her 
own body, and she sank bleeding upon the 
floor. The men by this time had secured 
the pistol, but the burglar, who was a pow­ 
erful and exceedingly active man, produced 
a slung-Bhot and dealt terrible blows right 
and left, breaking the plastering and nar­ 
rowly missing the bodies of those who were 
endeavoring to capture him. They finally 
succeeded in securing the slung-shot, but 
the burglar still fought, this time using a 
knife. The combat was desperate, and but 
for the determination of the Major and 
the railroad men the thief would have 
escaped. 
When finally captured it 
was ascertained that it was the no­ 
torious Michael Walsh, alias Winters, 
a cunning desperate burglar for whom 
the Stockton police were at that moment 
hunting, his last exploit having been the 
burglary of the Columbia House in this 
city. He was convicted of burglary and 
sentenced to the State Prison for a term of 
12 years. Major Shepherd’s daughter died 
from the effects of the wound which she 
received in the affray, and this is the crime 
upon which the present indictment was 
based. As another example of the cun­ 
ning and utter desperation of W ahh (or 
Winters), while the train was rolling into 
the depot last night he jumped from the 
platform and, although hampered by 
handcuffs, darted under the moving train 
in an attempt to escape. 
The Sheriff, 
however, was as quick as the pris­ 
oner, and with equal courage followed 
him at the risk of his life under the 
train and captured him on the other side, 
at the expense of a wounded thumb. 
Walsh is a beetle-browed ruffian of the 
bulldog type, which, combined with his 
shrewd knowledge of every trick known to 
bis nefarious calling, renders him doubly 
daDgerous to the community, aud one re­ 
quiring to be watched with unceasing vig­ 
ilance.
